Today we would like to call your attention to what your trustees have done in 


respect to the big humanitarian problem that is upon us in the city by reason of the 


men and women who are out of employment 


In bringing before you our record, we would not for a moment attempt to sug­ 


gest that we have done any different or any better in respect to this unemployment 
situation than any men of business acumen and a feeling of sympathy and a realiza­ 
tion of responsibility would do under similar circumstances at all. 
But we do insist 


that we have given this the business direction and human touch that is needed for 


just such a situation. 


There have been registered approximately 850 men and 150 women. 
This means 
a total of 1000 in all, whom we want you to know are residents of Santa Ana. 
These 
are not the travelers or the hoboes who come into the city for a meal or for a night. 


These are 1000 men and women, citizens of our city, all of whom in normal times are 


a financial asset to the city. 


Since we have gotten under way in this department we have arranged to take care 


of and have taken care of 250 men a week, arranging for them to have three days’ 


work at $4.00 per day. 
Besides this number there have been about 50 men whom 
we have taken care of in part until such time as through the efforts of our depart­ 


ment or efforts of their own, have succeeded in finding more or less permanent em­ 


ployment to relieve us of their care. 


This makes 300 families that have been looked after, if not adequately for the 
luxuries or hardly for the comforts of life, but for the desperate needs of food, which in 


all cases was urgent and in some cases appalling. 
Besides this, we have conducted the 


department for odd jobs, taking work of any character that men could perform. 
In 


some of these cases these position were for a few hours and some for a longer period 


of time. 
They have averaged, however, five odd jobs a day. 


This work consisted of garden work, painting, carpentery, etc. 
This totaled in the 


aggregate, actually 500 jobs and it runs naturally into hundreds of dollars that we 


have thus been able to get into the pockets of the needy from those who desire some 


form of service. 
We have had, besides this, 270 jobs for women, and out of this 


number 15 are in permanent housekeeping positions. 
Four of the 15 have been given 


permanent jobs at the Orange county hospital 


Another part of this same work, for which we should receive no credit whatever, 


but we feel should be stated, that you may have a complete comprehension of the facts, 


is that there has been a garden plan, under the provisions of which out of a fund of 
$750.00 which was given by the business men of the city, there has been conducted 


the scheme of having men who have vacant lots make gardens. 
The man has been 
given the seed and has been paid $5 for his labor upon his own lot. 
Eighty-four men 


have availed themselves of this opportunity, and the vegetables now growing in their 
gardens are supplying food for them as well as in some cases even a little money from 


the sale of their garden truck. 
# 


Do not misunderstand us. 
You people are the ones that did this work. 
That is, 


you have made it possible. 
We simply have been your trustees in the undertaking. 


We have used your money for the payment of these men. 
They have been employed 
upon city work or work in some cases that we have created, much of which will be 


beneficial a portion of which was in the cutting of wood to be sold, and a great deal 
of which we still have on hand. 
This money from the wood will finally be returned 
to the city treasury, and in the other cases the service has been rendered and the work 
done. 


We know that those who co n sid er everything from the 
standpoint of their personal e x p e n d itu re and of their tax 
might say: “Let these people walk the streets and go hun­ 
gry and keep that money in the treasury of the city.” Folks, 
we do not believe that you belong, as a group, to that class. 
If you want that kind of thing done, and you belong to a group 
that believe that way, you will have to vote for somebody 
else that is running. We will not do that thing.

mine today, I should devote m any 
w eeks to an effort to dem onstrate 
th at m y original opinion regarding 
her w*as in error.” 
“Is sh e crazy, Dr. B urt?” 
“N ot in the sense th at we cu s­ 
tomarily* employ the 
term , 
Y our 
H onor. I should say, rather, th a t 
her psychology is abnormal, th a t 
she Is neither moral nor im m oral, 
but unm oral. For instance, w hen I 
asked h er w*hy she stole silk sto ck ­ 
ings, she told me quite 
frankly 
that she did it because there w*ere 
runs in all her old stockings. T h at 
reply w as very illuminating. 
As I 
talked fu rth e r w*ith her I noted her 
v a rian t m o^ds and quickly cam e to 
the conclusion that she is suffering 
from 
dissociation 
by 
reason 
of 
shock. In other words, this girl, who 
doubtless in happier days possessed 
a single personality and th at a n o r­ 
mal one, h as now acquired a sec­ 
ondary personality. In plain E n g ­ 
lish, tw o entirely different people 
inhabit the one body. 
“Tile first personality, ■which I 
shall call A, is the result of a cq u ir­ 
ed instinct, habit, education, 
and 
repressions imposed on society by 
convention and the code 
of 
p ro ­ 
cedure w hich we call morals. T his 
has been submerged wholly or in 
part 
by 
a 
second 
personality, 
which I shall call B. and when B 
personality rules her she has a m ­ 
nesia for w hat I have term ed her 
acquired or normal instincts. Out 
of 
her 
unconscious 
mind 
then 
emerge, as definite impulses to a c ­ 
tion, th e old antipathies to such a c ­ 
tion. w hich w*e medical men term 
conflicts. 
L et m e Illustrate. 
will a s ­ 
sum e th a t a t this moment 
she 
is 
possessed of her personality A, and 
in th is sta te she realizes she 
has 
runs In all her stockings— th at she 
m ust have new stockings. She also 
realizes th a t she has no money w ith 
which to purchase new* 
stockings, 
but who sees some stockings w*hlch 
she can readily steal. Normal peo­ 
ple often have Impulses 
to 
steal. 
Your H onor, and Nance Belden has 
an im pulse to steal the 
stockings 
she needs. 
B ut here a factor intervenes, She 
has been taught, from the day 
she 
m anifested thought, 
th at 
It 
Is 
wrong to steal, and this m oral le s­ 
son has Impressed itself upon her 
conscious mind. With 
repetition, 
the th o u g h t, 
becoming 
a 
habit, 
dropped o u t of her conscious m ind 
to becom e conserved in her uncon­ 
scious m ind. Conserved there, it b e ­ 
cam e a definite part of her p erson­ 
ality—her soul, if you will. T h e re ­ 
afte r it w as not necessary to 
re ­ 
mind h erself that it wa* wrong 
to 
steal. She knew it 
w*as. 
w ithout 
having to think about it at a1!, and 
this unconscious 
knowledge 
w as 
her protection In the fleeting m o­ 
m ent of tem ptation, aroused by her 
definite need and the 
knowledge 
that, lacking money to 
buy 
the 
stockings, and faced with the a b ­ 
solute 
necessity 
for 
acquiring 
stocking*-, the sole alternative w as 
to steal them . She got no fu rth e r 
titan th a t vague, conscious thought. 
Im m ediately the knowledge th a t it 
was immortal In steal—that nothing 
could poesttjig 
excuse 
theft—rose 
out of her^K tconseious mind and 
becam e a 
dominating 
conscious 


th# 
mental 
phenom enon 
known 
among psychiatrists as a complex 
or conflict. In 
all 
conflicts 
the 
stronger w ins—and in this particu­ 
lar mental conflict, the will not to 
steal won instantly^ It was an old­ 
er habit of thought. It w*as an ac­ 
quired instinct, w hereas the 
im ­ 
pulse to steal w as not a habit of 
thought, because she had never in­ 
dulged in theft! W e say we do a 
thing on instinct, but really w*e act 
after due, lf incalculably* brief cog­ 
itation, based on reason, which is 
the result of hab itu atio n to doing 
certain things. 
“This defendant, Y our Honor, is 
a healthy girl as far as I can judge 
j from outward appearances. But she 
is what you often h ear referred to 
as high-strung. And she is so un­ 
usually intelligent th a t 
I 
readily 
realized there m ust have been a 
very potent reason for the commis­ 
sion of such an unintelligent 
act 
as theft. So im m ediately 
I 
com­ 
menced to question her as to her 
family, her past. 
“She could tell me nothing. She 
is not at all sure th a t her name is 
Nance Belden, and I am satisfied 
that her inability to throw any light 
on her genesis w as not born of a 
desire to withhold th a t information. 
I believe she has am nesia for a cer­ 
tain period of her life, and we know 
that such a condition is usually the 
result of a severe m ental shock. In 
such cases the p a tie n t usually has 
an intense desire to forget abso­ 
lutely the unhappy, unpleasant 
or 
terrifying episode or person 
that 
produced the shock, and so intense 
is the power of will in certain high­ 
ly sensitive people, women particu­ 
larly, that not 
infrequently 
they 
succeed! Thus am n esia is produc­ 
ed. It is, in a sense, autohypnosis, 
and Your H onor 
undoubtedly 
is 
aw'are that people w*ho have been 
hypnotized rem em ber 
nothing 
of 
w hat occurs during 
the 
hynotic 
state." 
“I believe I follow you,” the Judge 
murmured. 
“I have shown you w hy the nor­ 
mal Nance Belden w ould not steal. 
But now comes th a t m ental shock 
I spoke of, w*Jth consequent am ­ 
nesia for all of her life that has 
preceded It ; or It m ay be a part of 
th at life. W ith th e am nesia comes 
w hat w*e term dissociation or m en­ 
tal disintegration. T he unconscious 
overwhelms the conscious; the ac­ 
quired instincts of m orality—social 
usage—drop out of the 
conscious 
into 
the 
unconscious, 
and 
the 
thoughts and im pulses 
th at 
have 
lain dorm ant and defeated in the 
unconscious are now* in the saddle. 
U nfortunates who have 
acquired 
dual personalities or a dissociated 
personality go from one personality 
into the other and back again, with 
or without am nesia for the preced­ 
ing state. 
“At a tim e w hen N ance Bolden's 
second personality* (B ) ruled her, 
and she decided to steal those stock­ 
ings, she w*as actin g under the im­ 
pulsion of an idea th a t could not 
be combated. To steal had become 
an acquired instinct, or at least a 
very strong instinct. 
There 
may 
have been a certain am ount of re­ 
pression against the act at first, but 
gradually th at repressive instinct, 
I. e.. her moral Instincts, once part

good airports were of untold bene­ 
fit to a city aa they brought money 
to tho city by attracting aviators 
and people who traveled by air. 
‘Our flight over tho Atlantic In 
1922 was not an adventure,” Hin­ 
ton declared In beginning his ad­ 
dress, “it w as m erely in th© lins of 
duty. We started w ith three planes 
for Newfoundland. 
One 
of

planes broke down and wa* forced 
to land in the open Rea and taxied 
18 m iles into tho bay. 
“When we left on tho trans-At­ 
lantic trip. we of th© crew of the 
NC-4 
saw 
our 
last 
glimpse 
of 
planes number one and two. Ice­ 
bergs nearly filled the bay and we 
suffered som ewhat 
from the fact 
that our clothing becam e wet in the 
take-off, as the sea w as very rough. 
Shortly we ran Into rain and kept 
playing the searchlights over the 
engines to see that they were func­ 
tioning properly. 
"During tho 
trip 
number 
one 
piano wa* forced to land in the 
open sea. Tho piano broke up and 
began to sink. Fortunately a steam ­ 
er heard tho noise of tho engine as 
it descended and 
picked 
up tho 
crew Just as the plane w as sinking. 
A little lite r tho N C -3 was forced 
to land at sea, but tho buoyancy of 
the gas tanks kept it afloat for a 
time. Two of the crew stood on the 
wings and kept the plane balanced. 
A wind sprang up and 
the crew 
sailed the 
plane into 
port in 
the 
Azores Islands. We w ere flying at 
an elevation of 250 feet and were 
fortunate enough to land in the 
harbor without mishap.
